LONDON, Sept. 19.—It is no exaggera- 
tion, declares the Paris correspondent of 
The Times, to say that Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s resignation has produced perhaps 
a greater sensation even than Prince 
Bismarck’s retirement. 

The general impression is that the 

Cabinet has “ lost its steel lining.” With- 
out Mr. Chamberlain it is regarded as a 
body without a soul, bound to collapse 
altogether at an early date. 
‘ The correspondent says that in France 
there is no longer any trace of the bitter 
hostility.to Mr. Chambérlain which was 
aroused by the Boer war. The change 
came suddenly after Mr. Chamberlain’s 
speech pricking Count von Biilow’s bub- 
ble by the powerful retort to the German 
Imperial Chancellor’s strictures on the 
British Army. By one brief passage Mr. 
Chamberlain irretrievably damaged

Discusses Recént’. Legisiation in. a 
Speech at the Ontario County Fair. 


CANANDAIGUA, ‘Sept.. 18—Goy. Odell 
discussed State tax” legisia tion. fn ‘an address 
delivered at the ‘Ontaria C 
day. In the courses of his harks he said: 

‘The aim of legislation hasbeen the wel- 
fare of the people.as a-whole.- In weighing 
up and considéring’ the prpi@ihs which 
confront us, due regard has alWays been 
giver. to both the justice and abjlity of each 
section of the State to share ite proportion 
of the burdens ineident to State Govern- 
ment. While our Constitution prohibits un- 
just discrimination,, and our courts have 
never hesitated to protect both individuals 
and corporations, thé laws which are’ upon 
our statute books to-day are of such a 
character that they not only produce ali‘ 
the revenues nécéessary for. our. State's 
maintenance, but have stood ; the test of 
constitutionality. 

“While the constant increase of wealth 
in the larger centres of population would 
naturally have shifted the great burdens of 
taxes upon those localities, so wisely have

BANK. A CENTURY OLD. 


The Philadelphia National Will Cele- 
brate its One Hundredth Anni- 
versary To-day.

PHILADELPHIA, ‘Sept. 18.—The Phila- 
Aelphia National Bank, oné of the foremost 
financial institutions of the State of Penn- 
sylvania, to-morrew will complete the first 
century of its existerice and celebrate its 
one hundredth anniversary. The bank 
opened for business Sept. 19, 1808, and was 
chartered by the Legislature of Pennsylva- 
nia, in March, 1804. John Welsh, who was 
one of Philadelphia's most prominent ofti- 
zens in the early days,. was chiefly inetru- 
mental in the bank’s organization and was 
among its original Directomg, holding that 
position continuously more than fifty years 
until his death, in March, 1854.. The Chair- 
‘man of the Board of Directors at the organ- 
ization of the bank was Matthew’ Lawler, 
‘then the Mayor of Philadelphia. 

The first President of the bank was 
George Clymer, 
Philadelphia, and one of the signers of the 
Declaration df Independénce.’ He served 
until his death, in Ja@anhuary,. 1813. During 
the entire century the bahk has ‘had but 
seven Presidents, George Clymer being suc- 
ceeded by David Lenox, a leading mer- 
chant, who had been an officer in the 
Revolutionaty Wat, and was one of the 
Trustees of Stephen @irard.

be has been expelled from a union, ap- 
pears the following extremely interest- 
ing statement as part of the voluminous 
r preamble: | 

Whereas} The principle of trades union- 
ism is intended to raise the standard of 
living arnong the working classes; to instill 
» inte their hearts the blessings of free gpv- 
ernment; to educate them so that they 
might uphold. the law-amnd its representa- 
tives; to make them good citizens in timé 
of peace and sealous patriots in time of 
war. t 

So specific a definition of the aims, 
purposes, and tendencies of trades union- 
tem from so representative a body chal- - 
lenges attention, The question of chief 
interest’ in connection with ‘It: is, am 
urally. eneugh, Ie it true?- 


As to raising the standards of living: 
It goes’ without saying that this is not 
attempted in the case of the “ working 
classes”’ generally, but solely in the 
case of union members, The effort is to 
prevent one not a member of a union 
and not Wholly obedient’ to its rules and 
the orders of its leaders from making a 
living of any kind by lator. Toward 
such its attitude is one of rank’ oppres- 
sion. It does not seek to make affilia- 
tion with a union desirable because its 
members derive advantages therefrom 
over those possible to tf® whge earner 
who enjoys freedom of contract, but as 
a means of.escaping the most outrageous 
tyranny’ which the ingenuity of irre- 
sponsible juntas of conspirators meeting 
in secret can devise. 

As to instilling into the hearts of the 
working classes the biessings of free 
government: The influence of trades 
untonismhas been conspicuous in the op- 
. posite direction. Free government is ex- 
| adtly what the professional labor leader 
‘has rio use for. Like Louis XIV., he says, 
“T am. the State/’ and’means it. He re- 
epects no laws save those which serve 
his purpose. Statutes aimed at the pro- 
tection pf life and property and the safe- 
guarding of the rights of the citizen he de- 
 nownees as “* class legislation ’’ corruptly 
secured by the power of employers and 
 plutocrats for the oppression of the poor 
»wWorking man. To this extent the present 
tendencies of the labor movement afe 
distinctly anarchistic. When thé power 
‘of the courts is éxercised to thwart the 
. purposes of unions which, by forcible #e- 
sistance to free competition, tiob vio- 
} tence and the employment of thé boy- 
cott, are endeavoring to win strites by 
I ruitiing obstinate employers and making 
them a terrible example to others in like 
ease; such interference is Violently de- 
nounced as “ government by fnjunction,”’ 

As to education of trades ufiion mém- 
Bere in respect for the law and for its 
f sepresentatives: The education they re-

TAXATION IN WEST VIRGINIA, 
' “Phe scheme of taxation evolved by the 
State Tax Commission of ‘West Virginia 
is characterized by features. of. extreme 
originality. It is proposed to abolish the 
State and school taxes on all real and 
personal property and to collect the nec- 
essary State revenues by the imposition 
of special taxes upon certain industries 
and professions. These include the pro- 
duction of coal, oii, and natural gas, the 
practice of medicine and of the law, and 
the retailing of tobacco and increasing 
the license tax on hotels, restaurants, dis- 
tilleries, and breweries. As might heve 
been, and perhaps was, expsécted;. this 
plan has aroused considerable opposi- 
tion. It is declared to be im violation of 
the provisions of the State Constitution, 
which declares that taxation shall be 
equa]. aud uniform throughout the State, 
and that no species of property shall be 
taxed more than any other species of 
property of equal value. The point would 
seem to be well taken, but it is one which 
may be left to/the courts te determine. 
The argument in favor of the taxation of 
coal; petroleum, and natural gas is ex- | 
tremely weak. It is that these natural 
products ‘are the inheritance of the people 
of West Virginia, and that if they are 
produced and exported West Virginia is 
robbed of its Virthright of natural wealth 
for the benefit of otter communities. 
The very proper answer to this specious 
plea is that a higher right of erhinent do- 
main than that- which resides in West 
Virginia through the accidental coinci- 
dence of productive areas and geograph- 
ical boundaries. resides in the Federal 
Union; that the right. to mine coal, pump 
petroleum, or bore for gas is not @ privi-~' 
lege for which the owner of land must 
idok to the State, to Be received and en- 
joyed on the terris prescribed by the 
State, and that if it were it could not 
constitutionally be made the object of 
special and discriminating, taxation.
